May 15th, 1954.

Hugh Craigen took 
it upon himself to welcane the delegates on behalf of Moose Jaw City, and 
Moose Jaw Council. 


STATE DEPUTY’S REPORT

To the Delegates and members of the Knights of Columbus attending 
the thirty-second Annual State Convention of the Saskatchewan State Juris- 
diction; 

One year ago in the City of Regina, I was honored by you in being 
elected to the highest office in our order in Saskatchewan. This honor you 
bestowed upon me for the second consecutive year. I have appreciated that 
privilege of serving you for that second year; and as the year comes to a 
close I am more than ever convinced that one reason why Columbianism has made 
such advance in Saskatchewan is because you in your judgment have seen fit to 
elect your State Deputies for a second term. May I suggest that in the future, 
other things being equal, you follow this custom. 

During the year ending it has been my privilege to travel through¬ 
out the jurisdiction and at all times I have received nothing but the finest 
cooperation from all members and officers of the Order. Many things have 
been accomplished this year; yet there are many things still to be done. Your 
kindness and charity in overlooking my many shortcomings has certainly been 
appreciated. It makes one proud to belong to an order such as ours with mem¬ 
bers such as we have in that they certainly practice what they preach: Charity. 

Since the last convention the shooting war in Korea has stopped at 
least for the time being. We have entered into a more dangerous stage, to . 
my way of thinking, the stage where so many become complacent and think we 
can live with Communism. This is wrong. Our way of life cannot co-exist with 
anti-Christ. We cannot compromise our principles for the sake of an uneasy 
peace or truce. 

It is a sad state of affairs when we, the leading Catholic men of 
our community, sit back and let others, not nearly so well qualified by train¬ 
ing or conviction give leadership. We) who have the right answers, are con¬ 
tent to follow not lead. This is the greatest duty that we, as Knights of 
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Columbus, have to our Community and to our country, Ue, who belong to the 
Church Militant must become Militant Catholics. We should be ashamed of our 
lack of leadership in our various communities. 

I am happy to report of the progress throughout the urisdiction 
during the past year. 


Membership : Our Order reached the total membership in excess of 
nine hundred thousand. In Saskatchewan, we have kept pace with the general 
increase. As of April 20, our membership stood at 6,664 members. This gives 
us a greater membership than the rest of Canada, Ontario and Quebec excluded. 
Percentage-wise we have reached the wonderful figure 184.6$ of our objective. 
This is greater than any other Canadian jurisdiction, and exceeded only by 
five other jurisdictions. 

Last year, I announced an objective of 1,000 new members for the 
coming year; I am happy to announce that we have reached that objective. This 
is due to the untiring work of all members. During the same period we lost 
263 members; this is certainly a black mark on our record. I feel that with 
the tightening of the money factor, our members are going to have a tendency 
to weigh where they can cut down. It is up to each council and all officers 
to see to it that they keep their members so interested by means of active and 
well rounded programs that they will keep all members. It is up to us to plan 
well all meetings and programs in the coming years. 

-Montmartre and Wilkie Councils, two of the youngest in the Jurisdic¬ 
tion should receive a special word of praise for their wonderful work in the 
matter of conservation and new members. They have set a standard that is hard 
to follow for the older councils. May we welcome the Council of Windthorst to 
the State far the first time, in the person of their Grand Knight, 

It is also a great personal satisfaction to note that all councils 
in the Jurisdiction have had new members admitted to their ranks. This is 
better than my fondest dreams at the beginning of the term. Many thanks to 
you all for this showing.

We have always taken the position that we should save 
for a rainy day. I would be happy to have a reserve of some ten thousand dol¬ 
lars; this has been the objective we have been working for. 

IN GENERAL: 

Action on the resolutions of this State to the Supreme Office via .s as 

follows: 

1. Repayment of duty on goods coming to Canada; having Supreme Council 
pay: 

Referred to Supreme Board. No action at this time. 

The Fourth degree continues to flourish in Saskatchewan under the 
Master Dr. Riffel of Regina. This is a good thing for the Order. 

We xvill be spending some time on State Charities and I am not going 

to touch on this more than to say I feel that we should strengthen our State 
appeal. This is one thing that helps to make our jurisdiction strong; unity, 
of purpose in helping the less fortunate. 

I attended the Supreme Convention in St. Paul on your behalf; it was 
a working convention. Our Supreme Knight Luke E. Hart, will I am sure, be a 
real help in making our Order stronger than it now is.

REPORT OF DISTRICT NO. 1

It is my pleasure to make the following report to our 32nd annual 
Saskatchewan State Jurisdiction Convention. 

District No. 1 is made up of four Councils: 


2071 , Gravelbourg 
2513 , Mathieu 
2994 , Little Flower 
3360 , Assiniboia 


located at Gravelbourg 
located at Willow Bunch 
located at Lisieux 
located at Assiniboia 


Three of these Councils were visited officially during the year, and I 
intend to visit the fourth on a special occasion before my term of office 
expires.- When I went, to install the officers of the Little Flower Council 
last year, the officers had had the -gracious thought of holding the meeting 
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in the Sub-Council at-Bockglen, home of the Grand-Knight. This Council oper¬ 
ates in a rural area, and I am"proud-to say that it carries well the banner of 
the Order, and its activities are an assurance of its future.prosperity. 

When I visited the Assiniboia Council, I was greatly edified by their 
manner of doing business, and while the Grand Knight was apologetic in a sort 
of way, I was on the contrary convinced that the members were doing excellent 
work. It is always better for officers anyway to think that they are not doing 
enough, instead of leaning on their oars and going along with the current.• 

This council is a prime example of what a limited number of Catholic men - can 
do in a predominantly non-Catholic community. They have the respect and ad¬ 
miration of their fellow townsmen, with whom they co-operate on a number of 
ventures. Certainly the parish priest of Assiniboia may well be proud to have 
this Council in his service. 

As to the Gravelbourg council, I am pleased to say that its activi¬ 
ties are not only well maintained, but I believe that they are a little' better 
than before. The Grand Knight who succeeded me in office was apprehensive of 
the obligations thrust upon him, but notwithstanding the demands of his pro¬ 
fession, being a dentist, and his lack of experience as an officer of the Order, 
he did indeed grace the chair of his office with dignity and ability. We knew 
he would. 


I am sorry that I did not give Mathieu Council as much attention as 
I should have, and surely Willow Bunch needs and deserves as much attention as 
any other Council. Therefore, I do not intend to finish my year as District 
Deputy without a visit there to lend the officers my utmost support. This 
Council has the same difficulties all Councils suffer at times, and one is the 
problem of lapsations. I feel very hopeful that Willow Bunch will continue as 
it has in the past to be a honour Council. 

At this point in my report, may I comment on the problem of lapsa-' 
tions. Whether this problem is worse in my District or better, matters little. 
It is found everywhere, and the Supreme Council is seriously concerned. Is 
this problem not greatly due to the fact that we became number-happy at in¬ 
itiation time? Don’t we try to drag in too heavy a net? I know from exper¬ 
ience that this ambition for numbers can indeed be detrimental when overdone. 
The work of lapsation committees will probably never cease, but I do not favour 
chasing • members whose usefulness never really went beyond the point of helping 
to finance a risky budget at initiation time, or whose intentions were motiv¬ 
ated by curiosity more than anything else. I am, of course, in favor of steady 
growth of our Councils, by a system of quotas, or by a certain restrictionor 
selection. An initiation should not be compared to a round-up. Rather would 
I see new Councils established in many parishes, than numbers-heavy Councils 
in only a few centers. Wow for a few details from each Council: 

ASSINIBOIA 5560 

~ This Council has been fairly active, but as usual weather 
and road conditions have hampered some of its work. Members attended the fun¬ 
eral-of three departed Brother Knights, helping with arrangements, supplying 
pall-bearers and a guard of honor. There have been several communion break¬ 
fasts at which time there is a speaker, or films are shown. Two meetings are 
held each month, half for business, half for social activity, and another bus¬ 
iness meeting held on each 4th Sunday. The Catholic activity Committee held 
a raffle the proceeds of which is being turned over for catechism classes spon¬ 
sored by the Knights every Wednesday afternoon. Prizes are given, and child¬ 
ren encouraged with small scholarships. The Council held its regular St. 
Patrick’s Day concert and dance, and made a net profit 01*^187.96. Father 
Campbell of Moose Jaw attended this function as guest speaker, and a very en- 
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joyable evening was spent by all. Members have undertaken to sponsor a team 
in the Assiniboia Little Baseball League. This will ensure a chance for all 
Catholic boys to participate in this sport. The Council’s committee of the 
Lac Pelletier campsite project has set out to build a hut, besides getting 
ready to take part in the financial campaign for Diocesan charities. The 
Council has only six new members initiated, three at Moose Jaw and three in 
Willow Bunch, More candidates are in sight for this fall. 

LITTLE FLOWER COUNCIL 2994 

In another month, this Council will have been in 
existence for eight years, of which the members may well be proud. This last 
year compares favourably with all others, perhaps surpasses them by new 
achievements. One of the Council's more important activities is its partici¬ 
pation in the annual pilgrimage to the Shrine of St. Theresa of the Child 
Jesus. On this occasion a special Mass is sung for all Knights, visitors, 
and parishioners at large.- All are encouraged to receive Communion and have 
the Communion breakfast to-gether. Every year, many Knights take part in this 
celebration. Four corporate communions have been held, and six socials for 
members,, their families and friends. The Council contributed more than half 
the candidates at the tri-council initiation in Willow Bunch last fall. Six 
others failed to appear because of sickness or other valid reasons. However, 
these prospective members are still around. The Council earned an Insurance 
Honour Roll certificate.. Two of the regular meetings were held in the sub- 
Councils. Representatives attended the 4th degree ceremony in Regina, on 
April 25th, For the first time in its history, this Council was saddened by 
the death of two members.’ On both occasions masses were offered by the Coun¬ 
cil, and many members attended the funerals. Afterwards a very good com¬ 
memorative service was conducted in the club rooms. This was the first time 
therefore in eight years that an occasion arose for the exercise of this de¬ 
votion. Eighty members were present, and only one had witnessed this cere¬ 
mony before. The officers were duly installed by the District Deputy. This 
Council can look to the future with assurance. 

GRAVELBOURG COUNCIL 2071 

During the month of July 1953 the Sub-Councils of 
Hodgeville, Vanguard, Mankota, Lafleche were visited officially by the 
officers of this Council. In September one very successful initiation was 
held in the College Gym. The total membership now stands at 440. At this 
Initiation a cheque for $300.00 was given to Archbishop Lemieux as a token 
for his-devotion to the diocese of Gravelbourg. During the month of October 
the sub-councils were re-visited and found to be very active. Plans are 
being made to raise the sub-council of Lafleche to the status of Council, to 
,be known as Lafleche Council. An initiation is being organized for June 6th 
or 20th. Besides the many council activities the Social committee is to be 
congratulated for their good work during the winter months. The officers 
of the council were duly and regularly installed by the District Deputy. A 
special effort is being made by the yoxmger members toward the purchase of a 
billiard table for the Club room, and over $100.00 has been raised toward 
this end. Again this year, the council has endorsed financial support re¬ 
garding Camp Lemieux. This Council is responsible for the daily recitation 
of the Angelus over Radio Station C.F.R.G. and financially supports it for 
three months of the year. The members assume the responsibility for answer¬ 
ing to the daily.Rosary one week per month. 
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MATHIEU COUNCIL £515: 

This Council has indeed been active during 1953-1954, 
but first I should acceed to the officers* request that last year's report- 
be referred to your attention. They do not think that such an adverse com¬ 
mentary should have been printed in any case. It appears to me that there 
may well have been a few misunderstandings and there would be no object at 
this time of trying to clarify the situation. This might only lead to fur¬ 
ther argument, and I am sure that everyone concerned is far more interested 
in attending to the welfare of the Council as a whole. Suffice it to say 
that the Council had arranged with certain members for a report to and at¬ 
tendance at last year's convention, but no action resulted. 

An Initiation was held in the fall in co-operation with Assiniboia 
and Little Flower Councils. Nevertheless a large number of associate members 
were suspended, and this loss was largely due to scattered membership over 
such districts as Horizon, Viceroy, and Bengough. A Council could have been 
formed in this area had it been favored with more attention from District 
Deputies in the last few years. This at least is the local feeling. 

Mathieu Council is on the honour roll of the Order. It sponsors 
a 9 A.M. Mass every first Friday, holds corporate communions and engages in 
many parochial activities. Financial support is made available to radio 
station G F R G- at Gravelbourg for the recitation over the air of the Holy 
Rosary and the Angelus. 

Representatives of this council have attended regional and dio-- 
cesan meetings and have pledged the Council’s support to the Campsite pro¬ 
ject. The K.C. Hall is a centre of recreational activity. This hall was 
a $20,000.00 project, with only a $5,000.00 debt at this time. The entire 
community enjoys the facilities of this center. 

You will see from these Councils’ reports that we are working on 
a common project, the campsite at Lac Pelletier. In order to more easily 
attain our financial objective, we are launching a sale of tickets on a car 
draw. As a matter of fact all Councils in the Gravelbourg Diocese are in on 
this undertaking. We are more hopeful of meeting our committments to the 
Diocesan authority in this manner than by a straight canvas for funds. If 
this draw succeeds, it may *vvell become an annual affair. 

Every District Deputy is entitled to be happy over some develop¬ 
ment or other in his jurisdiction during his term of office. One good rea¬ 
son to be happy is the organization of a new Council. For some time, 
Gravelbourg Council 2071 has been wanting to mother one over at Lafleche 
Lafleche is a thriving town, full of energetic and co-operative people, and 
with many Catholic men to carry on the activities of a Council. Charter 
members will be mostly transferred from Gravelbourg Council, others will be 
drafted at an institutional initiation to be held in Lafleche on June 20th . 

To start out, Lafleche should have at least one hundred good men counting 
Knights from neighbouring parishes such as Meyronne,Glentworth and a large 
district south to the border. I have taken the liberty of inviting at least 
one representative from Lafleche to this convention, in order that he may meet 
everyone here and get to know you all, and of course in order that he may bene¬ 
fit from the proceedings and make a report to his own Council.Brother

An application is being completed for the formation of another Coun¬ 
cil at Langenburg, at present a Sub-Council of Yorkton. 

Whilst not having the opportunity of visiting the Councils in this 
District myself, all Councils were visited by State or Past State officers. 

All officers were installed with the exception of Yorkton, and Initiations 
have been held at Regina, Moose Jaw, and Yorkton Councils. 

From the attached reports, it appears that all Councils have been 
quite active in most phases of the Five-Point Programme. The Council of 
Holdfast is to be congratulated on its progress, whilst the larger Councils 
of Regina, Moose Jaw and Yorkton have continued their good work of former 
years. 


REGINA COUNCIL 1247 : 

The Annual Golf Tournament between the Knights and Shrin- 
ers, August 26, 1953, was an outstanding success. Sportsmanship, good fellow¬ 
ship, and all around clean fun did a great deal to bring about a closer under¬ 
standing and respect in our respective organizations. Bros. Leo Tan, Al. 
Baker, and E.K. Molter, handled the ship of the Knights on this occasion. 

The Council Picnic at Campion College, August 30th was an out¬ 
standing success.- 

The Columbus Day Broadcast over C.K.R.M. by Bros. Dr. LeBoldus, 
and G.K. c.J. Molter, October 11th, with an appropriate musical selection 
added colour to this occasion. 

The Annual Christmas Draw December 21st, under the chairmanship of 
Bro. Dr. J.ii. LeBoldus and a membership smoker held the same night, under the 
chairmanship of our worthy Lecturer, Bro. Al. Schuck packed Club Rooms, with 
a remarkable attendance. This was a huge success. 

The Christmas Carol Festival under the chairmanship of our worthy 
Advocate Bro. Jos. Holash and Rev. Father Malloy, December 13 and December 20, 
netted $765.70. This amount plus the underwritten expenses of about $100.00 
was the gift of Regina council to the Catholic Yiielfare far needy families at 
Christmas. The Council thanks the many choirs taking part. 

October 11th marked the occasion when 73 candidates were initiated 
into our Order. Rev. Father Murray, Wilcox, State Deputy W. W. Reid and 
District Deputy Pat Gleason, were the guest speakers at’a banquet attended 
by more than 400 guests at St. Mary’s Hall. Artists from the Seperate Schools 
provided the entertainment. 
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Large Crucifixes were presented to members of bur Council who were 
married during the year. Our meetings were organized so that every second 
meeting was a lecture program. This boosted our attendance considerably. 

A Memorial Day service was held on Nov. 29, State Deputy Tito. Reid 
was the Guest Speaker 

The Annual Christmas party for our children was held Dec. 19th. A 
Social evening was held Nov. 21st, at the CYC Hall. The Knights entertained 
their ladies. Our Annual Shamrock drive netted a total of $1,369.6.6. Bro. 

Joe Hogan and Bro. Jack Fahlman lead the Council in this endeavour. 

Catholic Action chairman Bro. Harry Shepherd with the co-operation 
of the Brothers supplies Rosaries and Catholic literature to Regina Jail. 

May 9th was slated for our annual Communion breakfast, held at the 
Grey Nuns - High Mass and sermon by our worthy Chaplain Rev. Father A. Goetz. 
Guest speaker His Hon. T.E. Culliton. , The Council was privileged to partici¬ 
pate in the saying of the Rosary over C.K.C.K. during the month of May. He 
share this honor with many other organisations and Councils in the Archdiocese 
of Regina. Regina Council contributed $380.00 to the project. 

During the year, 85 Brothers visited 2,100 patients at the Regina 
hospitals. Under the chairmanship of DGK Bro. A1 Poirier and his commit tee,- 
Christmas parcels made up of fruit, cigarettes, reading material etc., help¬ 
ed to cheer the sick. 

A special meeting was held at Lemberg and honorary memberships 

presented. 


Fraternal visits were organized and the Councils of Holdfast, 

Moose Jaw, Yorkton and Windthorst were visited. Southey Sub-Council enter¬ 
tained Regina members at their regular meeting. Other official visits to 
our neighboring councils at Montmartre, Weyburn, Gravelbourg, and Willow 
Bunch and Radville were made.

REPORT OF INSURANCE REPRESENTATIVE 
Bro. J.E. Enright 


To the Officers and Delegates 
Saskatchewan State Council - 1954 


Worthy State Deputy and Brothers: 

The attached statement for the year May 1, 

1953 to April 30th, 1954, covering ISSUED BUSINESS for the period, shows re¬ 
sults that are approximate to the preceding year. The corresponding figures 
are 281 applications for §384,000 compared to 278 applications for §403,500. 
There is an increase of three in applications, but a reduction of §19,500 in 
volume. Since last fall local agents have complained of the difficulty in se¬ 
curing new business due to fanners being allowed to deliver so few bushels of 
grain from, last year’s crop. This is a salient factor where so many of our 
members are from rural areas and we are all cognizant of it. However, I am 
pleased to note that this jurisdiction xvill qualify with sufficient insurance 
members to have an Insurance Delegate at the next Supreme Convention. During 
the past year I have urged Local Agents to do all they could to attain this 
objective and it is pleasant to see it realized. 

Since your last meeting changes in rules of particular interest has 
been that covering non-medical limits. On adults that limit has been raised 
from §3000 to §5000 on those between the ages of 18 to 35§; on Juveniles the 
Order^s limit is now §5000 for all ages and on a non-medical basis. In the 
event of death of a Juvenile the amount of payment is subject to the statu¬ 
tory limit in this province of §1000 or less if death occurs before an insured 
reaches the age of five. The war risk Rider has been eliminated on our certifi¬ 
cates since February 1, 1954, except that between ages 18 and 25 this elimin¬ 
ation will apply to only the first §5,000 of insurance in the Order. 

Last January, the Supreme Knight called a meeting in Chicago for all 
the General and Special Field Agents in the Order. This was the first such 
meeting called since the adoption of the New Insurance System in 1940 and it 
was generally felt that such a meeting was long overdue. Subsequently, during 
January, meetings were called of the State Deputies, these being their first 
such meetings called since 1931. It is my understanding that each Grand Knight 
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in this jurisdiction has received-a copy of the Suprme Knight's address to the 
State Deputies. You noted therein that the principal theme was for a greater 
effort to be put forth to increase insurance membership and volume and to con¬ 
serve present insurance membership. This, of course, was the exclusive. theme 
of the General Agents* meeting and practical discussions took place as aggres¬ 
sive action will have to be taken to sell the Order's insurance to members and 
prospective members and to forget the old fear that aggressive action wpuld 
bring complaints of commercialism.. There should be no apologies offered for 
strenuously advocating that our members take advantage of our low rates which 
may well be termed "wholesale." In the course of this meeting, I will hand 
each officer and delegate a copy of a pamphlet- which carries a pertinent story. 

Higher quotas have been assigned to each territory for 1954 and the 
quota for me territory is about 50%- over that for 1953. It is approximately 
$1,000,000 of business for 1954 and works out on an average of $1,000 of new 
business for each ten members based on membership figures of each council at 
the end of 1953. Each Council has been assigned a 1954 quota accordingly and 
I will do all I can to assist each Local Agent to make and exceed his quota, 
and thus attain the territorial quota set by Supreme Office. Such an accomp¬ 
lishment is going to mean a lot of sustained and enthusiastic effort on the 
part of the agency force, particularly in a territory where the distances are 
great and many members not too easily contacted. You leaders in the councils 
of this state jurisdiction can be of real help by advocating Insurance in the 
Order on every possible occasion. As many of you are aware I have endeavored 
to develop a "K G Insurance Consciousness" among our members over the years and 
have solicited your support towards that end. The effort has not been entirely 
fruitless because if in 1953 the Order aw a whole had atteined the same ratio 
of business to membership as did Saskatchewan and Alberta, the total new bus¬ 
iness would have been nearly $65,000,000. 

In conclusion, I wish to state that as an added incentive to local 
agents to attain and exceed their quotas, I am personally offering prizes to 
agents showing the largest percentage increase in issued business in 1954 over 
their respective quotas. The agent showing the largest percentqge of increase 
over his basic quota will receive $75.00, the second largest $50.00 and the 
third $25.00.

Bro. Ed Feehan, Secretary of State Charities, read a report from Bro. 
Denis Mahoney, Chairman of the same committee. 

Saskatoon May 12, 1954 

To the Officers and Members attending the Saskatchewan State Convention: 

We are again pleased to report that during the past year we have been 
able to render some small financial assistance to those less fortunate in our 
communities especially to our two Catholic Orphanages. 

While our available figures deal only with St. Patrick’s Orphanage, 
Prince Albert, and St. Anne’s Orphanage, Ituna, I am not unmindful of the fact 
that all our different Councils made many and varied contributions throughout 
the year to charitable causes in their respective communities. I trust these 
will be recorded to some extent at least in the reports of our District De¬ 
puties. I am always ready and willing to admit that we are a busy people yet 
I am hopeful that the day is not far distant when every council in our juris¬ 
diction will furnish the chairman of your Charities Committee with a short re¬ 
port covering this phase of our work, it could then be recorded in proper form. 

I know something of the contribution that the members of Regina Coun¬ 
cil are making on behalf of Camp Monahan, and other councils are rendering like 
assistance to the different old folks’ homes in their localities, why should 
that assistance not be here recorded? 

PRINCE ALBERT ORPHANAGE This institution is operating on a very solid basis 
and doing wonderful work ’under the direction of Rev. Fr. Valois. His Excellency 
Bishop Blais is loud in his praise and appreciation of wliat is being accomplish¬ 
ed there. Operating as it does largely on charitable donations your very gen¬ 
erous Shamrock Sale proceeds of $5000.75 was greatly appreciated, thus allowing 
the institution to break even on their current operating expense. 

ST. ANNE’S, ITUNA Although I have no figures available I have reason to believe 
that this institution is also operating successfully.

2. Whereas the Supreme Board of the Knights of Columbus have made available 
to individuals, firms and institutions in the United States of America, monies 
of the Order in form of Mortgage as an investment, and whereas a percentage of 
these monies are contributed by accredited councils of the order located in the 
Dominion of Canada, and Whereas due to legislation of parliament by both the 
Dominion of Canada and the United States of America, the Knights of Columbus, 

New Haven Connecticut U.S.A. are not permitted to invest monies by way of mort¬ 
gage in the Dominion of Canada. 

Therefore be it resolved that the Supreme Board of the Knights of 
Columbus make application to the proper authorities in order to rectify this 
situation and thereby enable the Supreme Board to consider applications from 
Canadian firms or institutions for mortgage loans. (Submitted by Prince Albert

WHEREAS: the recent groivth of the Saskatchewan Jurisdiction and the 
interest shown in the Charity appeals of the Order are ever broadening 

and WHEREAS: a concentrated effort on the part of all Councils in 
directing their Shamrock appeal proceeds to a central committee is essential 

THEREFCKE BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 

1. The State Charities be increased in membership to include one representation 
from each Diocese and the Abboy of Muenster, the appointment of this Committee 
to be left in the hands of the State Deputy. 

, It will be the responsibility of the Diocesan member to 
A - Send out the Shamrocks 

B - Collect the proceeds of the Shamrock Appeal. 

2. All mpnies from the proceeds of Shamrock Sales be for warded to the Secre¬ 
tary of the State Charity Committee. 

3. That the monies now on"hand for disbursement be proportioned in the ratio 
one-third to Ituna and two-thirds to Prince Albert Orphanages. This ratio 
will be subject to revision annually and the disbursements will be taken from 
all monies in the hands of the State Charities Secretary as at the date of the 
annual State Convention. The average number of Orphans being accomodated in 
both Orphanages for the current year being the basis on which the grant will be 
established, this year, the ratio will be 60 to Ituna, and 102 to Prince Albert. 

4. All Councils presently supporting Charities continue to do so as Council 
projects only. 

5. The State Deputy shall direct each Council to compile and forward to the 
Secretary of the State Charities Committee a report of all charitable dona¬ 
tions from the Council.

REPORT OF C diI.'HTTEE ON GOOD OF THE ORDER 
G.K. Bro. C.J. Llolter 


1. That a Nominating Committee of three active members of the Council be 
appointed to bring before the Council in the month of May the names of at 
least two members in good standing to run for each council office. These can¬ 
didates should be approached by the committee and give their consent to stand. 
In addition there may be nominations received from the floor of the council 
during the election for any office. Election must be held during the month of 
June. 

2. The in-coming Grand Knight shall immediately appoint his General Program 
Chairman and they to-gether appoint the Six-Point Program Chairmen without 
delay. 

3. The Financial Secretary should notify Supreme Office of the names of the 
newly elected Grand Knight and officers of the Council without delay. 

4. The Financial Secretary should notify the State Secretary of the newly 
elected Grand-Knight and Financial Secretary of the Council. 

5. A letter from the State Council should be forwarded to all Councils outlin¬ 
ing the duties of the Grand Knight and Financial Secretary. 
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6. The Pamphlet "What the Knights are doing in Saskatchewan" is being well re¬ 
ceived, and we recommend that it be- revised this year, so as to keep members 
and prospective candidates up to date on the activities of Knights in Saskat¬ 
chewan. 

7. All Literature and pamphlets such as "Catholic Action in the Americas" and 
"Key to the Castle" and any other news publications be distributed to the mem¬ 
bers at large and especially to the new members of the Order. 

8. Grand Knights should co-operate wit h the District Deputy in arranging for 
suitable time to hold installation of officers as soon as possible after the 
elections. 

9. That Council officers take advantage of the stabilizing effect of the In¬ 
surance feature of our Order on the membership in general, and that it be pro¬ 
moted among new candidates as well as established members of the Associate Class. 

10. Monthly bulletins are a Council MUST. Those not publishing a bulletin be 
urged to do so immediately. 

11. Whenever possible r.o member be suspended without a personal contact. The 
Lapsation Committee should be very active and co-operate with the Financial 
Secretary to see members be kept in good standing. 

12. That all applications for membership be accompanied by a proposal form 
signed by the Parish Priest. This to apply in Councils using the form. 

13. Investigation into the eligibility of a candidate for membership be con¬ 

ducted prior to contacting the prospective member thereby eliminating the 
possibilities of a candidate being refused membership after he has been approa¬ 
ched. i .. 

14. Moved by Bro.-Dr. Schropp, seconded by Bro. Chad, that we delete the word 
"signed" from resolution No. 12 on Investigation and proposal. The proposal to 
the Parish Priest should be in the form of a list of Prospective Candidates 
whose names he may approve or reject. 

15. Local conditions permitting, Corporate Communion be held once a month. 

Also that the Family Rosary be recited at general Council meetings. 

16. State Chaplain, Rev. Fr. Mulcahey, declared that it is permissible for 
Roman Catholics to receive Holy Communion in the Greek Rite, 

17. Members holding- office, committee chairmanships or accepting degree work 
realize their obligations and responsibilities and fulfill them to the very 
best of their ability. 

18. The Council Chaplain should be given at least five minutes at each Council 
meeting. 

19. Inter-Council activities in regards to sports and socials be fostered and 
encouraged. 

20. A Committee be instructed by the District Deputies and State Officers to 
prepare a standard form which will be given to Grand Knights and on which they 
will report all council activities for the year and which will be turned over 
to the District Deputy who will then be able to compile his report. The idea 
being the saving of valuable time at State Council meetings. 
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21. Attendance and punctuality be stressed to members attending a Council, 
Executive or State meetings. 

22. An agenda of the mid-term meeting and the State Convention be forwarded 
to all members of the State Board and the delegates at least T1V0 weeks prior 
to the meeting. 

23. That the State Deputy appoint his District Deputies at least prior to 
July 1st following the State Convention. 

24. That members moving from one council to another be notified of meetings 
in the new location and they be allowed to transfer at their own will. 

25. That a program of education on "Our Order be carried out at each meeting. 

26. That all Councils support Marian Year projects. 

27. That all councils participate in the K. C. Film program. 

Moved by Bro. Uolter, seconded by Bro. Chad, that the report on Good of the 
Order be accepted as amended. CARRIED. 

State Deputy Bro. Wm. Reid commented on the Standardization of re¬ 
port forms from Grand Knights to their District Deputies, and stated that 
while he was in agreement with the principle, he did not wish to see the Dist¬ 
rict Deputies’ reports confined to a standardized form. S.D. Bro. Reid ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that he was still in favor of the District Deputies pre¬ 
senting a summary or analysis of their district, folloxvad by a mimeographed 
copy of the activities of their councils. 

A discussion followed, on the possiblilities of rewording Membership 
application forms to suit Catholics of all Rites. Bro. Dr. Schropp stated that 
a number of cases had occured in which Greek Catholics had refused to sign an 
application because of the question contained in the application which reads 
as follows: "Are you a practical Roman Catholic?"
